Heavy open planchet crack at 6:30 on obverse and 8:30 on reverse. 
This piece is from forged dies made in England. It is fully 
described in the February, 1963 Numismatist in an article I 
wrote. We have an extensive file on the pieces. 

951-L Mark Newly farthing in silver 7.35305 grams. 10.29 Sp . gr. 

Edge filed instead of milled. This piece is from forged dies 
made in England. It is fully described in the May, 1963 
Numismatist in an article I wrote. There is a forgery in gold 
from the same dies. We have an extensive file on the pieces. 

Many dealers have tried to confuse the issue.

E-5709-X Tin James II Farthing showing substantial tin pest deteriora- 
tion. Genuine. 

E-5896-X Small size Pine Tree Shilling Noe 25 weighing 4.6144 grams 
with a specific gravity of 10.25. This piece seems to have 
normal toning color on each face. If the obverse is turned 
on its horizontal axis the reverse is offset about 190°. 

This offset should be compared to other examples. Above the 
V on the obverse and above the G on the reverse there is a 
concave depression in the circumference which does not look 
natural. It could be shrinkage around the port position if 
the coin were cast. The V is very weak in comparison with 
adjacent letters and above the G is a depression on the reverse 
field which indicates shrinkage. I would like to compare this 
piece to another Noe 25 piece, but do not have one in St. Louis. 
Perhaps Dick Picker, Bob Vlack or ANS could be helpful. I am 
concerned that the piece could have been one of those superb 
dental casting forgeries which we run into from time to time. 

I would, therefore, prefer not to pass on it at this time even 
though it otherwise looks very normal. 

Will you send a copy of these comments to Bob Vlack and Dick 
Picker with a picture in the event they have an example on 
hand to compare it with. 

E-6785-X Large Pine Tree Shilling Noe 1. This is the standard forgery 
with the artificial die break between the first two numbers 
of the date. The specific gravity is somewhat low at 10.17.

cleaned. Black spots in some areas. The upper part of the 
letters from 9 to 1 o’clock on the obverse are cut off by the 
edge. The short weight of 80% of standard is too little. The 
specific gravity is much too low to be normal. This must be 
a cast forgery. 


E-0536-Y Oak Tree 12d. 4.73 gms., 9.94 Sp. Gr., Noe 5. Genuine. 
E-1747-Y Oak Tree 12d. 4.57 gms., 10.05 Sp . Gr. Noe 5. Corroded some- 


what. Heavily scratched on obverse probably to remove corro- 
sion. Genuine.
